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Komunco In Reai Life.

It is little more than nineteen years 
Bince a laboror.wandering over Hainp- 
steatl Heath— ii favorite place of pop- 
ular recreation near London — found a 
man lying dead on his back on the 
rise of a sinall mound in a spot which 
scorned to have been carefully select- 
ed. By his side was a bottle labeled 
"essential oil of almonds" and "poi- 
son," containing a small quantity of 
that preparation, n silver cream jug 
redolent of prus.sio acid, and a case of 
razors. Among other articles in his 
pocket was a piece of paper on which 
was plainly wntleii, "John Sadleir, 
Gloucester Square, Hyde Park." The 
event at first produced surprise and 
cominissration, but theso emotions 
quickly gave way to others of a widely 
different order. In a very brief time 
it became too evident that Mr. Sadleir 
bad ample cause to make. life a burden 
to him, if the pangs of conscience ana 
the dread of shameful exposure could 
do so. His career was most remark- 
able. A native of Tipperary, in the 
middle class of life, Sadlier was ad- 
mitted an attorney at tho ago of 
twenty-three. But before long, hav- 
ing obtained tho agency of the groat 
estates of Lord Portarliugton and 
other noblemen, ho rose from the 
position of n Quarter Sessions attor- 
ney to that cf an important land agent. 
Li 18-17 he contrived to get a seat 
in Parliament, as member for Carlow, 
and in 1S5'2 was appointed by Lord 
Aberdeen a Lord of the Treasury. 
Sadleir was a man of great ability, 
but of yet greater ambition. So long 
as he was content to stick" to what ho 
understood, he succeeded; but there 
camo a time when he began dabbling 
in speculations which wore beyond 
tho range of his experience, and theso 
brought him to grief. One of his 
chief objects was to buy enormously in 
tho Incumbered Estates Court, in an- 
ticipation of tho rise which he correct- 
ly anticipated would in a few years 
take place in Irish propel ty; and it 
was mainly tho devices to which ho 
resortetl to raise money for this end 
which caused him to plunge into a 
dozen schemes, and ultimately resulted 
in the rum of himself and all connect- 
ed with him. 

- It was a remarkable circumstance, 
in connection with this case, that al- 
most from the first tho peoplo of Ire- 
land never believed in tho identity of 
Sadleir nor wore tho. disbelievers con- 
lined to Ireland, or to the unlettered. 
There were undoubtedly circum- 
stances in tho case which tended to 
invite tho suspicion that it might have 
beon tho body of another man. Tho 
accounts of the proceedings at tho in 
quest are strangely silent as to the 
satisfactory identification of *.he body, 
and the pieco of paper with "Joiiu 
Sadfeir on it in tho pocket of tho de- 
ceased prevented inquiries. Tho body 
was found early on a Sunday morn- 
ing, a circumstance winch suggested 
to some minds that a day would thus 
bo likely to elapse before much stir 
took place in the matter. And a sum 
of £1,300, in notes and cash, paid to 
Sadleir on tho day before, could never 
in any way bo t aced or accounted for, 
There was a disposition on tho part of 
the Coroner to bring the inquest to a 
somewhat abrupt closo before the dark 
doings of the deceased had been hint- 
ed at, and there woie those who, when 
doubts began to be freely raised, re- 
called the fact that tho Coroner was 
himself a man against whom grave 
charges hud been brought, and who 
waH reputed to have been intimate 
with Sadleir. 

Another strange circumstance sub- 
sequently ascertained was, that while 
tho ground all around was muddy, tho 
boots on tho feet of tho corpse were 
quite clean. On the other hand, a 
post-mortem examination revealed tho 
presence in tho stomach of essential 
oil of almonds. Tho theory of those 
who believed that the body sufficient- 
ly similar was'procured by him and 
his friends in some mysterious man- 
ner, and that ho trusted to tho assis- 
tance of those whom be knew would at- 
tend the inquest, and tho notorious fact 
that death iIooh change a man's appear- 
auco sometimes in such a manner 
as to render him almost unrecogniza- 
ble, to complete one more fraud — 
Wild as these conjectures may appear, 
there are cueea on fopord almost siiltltuout 
to justify them, and only hist month there 
nroso an instance in point. A few weoks 
ago thorp was found in tho river Avon, 
in South SomoraotBhiro, a woman whose 



romainB boro mnrka of injury. An in- 
quest wns held and adjourned. In ro 
opening the inquiry tho coroner commont 
ed upon tho strange caso of mistaken 
identity which had occurred in connec- 
tion with tho case. "In tho course of 
thoir inquiries, tho i'ath police mot with 
a woman who stated that tho description 
of the deceased corresponded with tho 
apuearunce of a womau who had cohabit- 
ed with u bargeman, and between whom 
there hud between whom there bad been 
a violunt disagreement at Bath previous 
to their departure in tho barge for Bris- 
tol. The woman was taken by tho police 
to see tho body, and, after a minute ex- 
amination, which extei.ded to a scrutiny 
of tho teeth, the condition of which con- 
firmed the woman in her opinion, she 
positively stated that the deceasod was 
tho woman sho referred to. This identi- 
fication was positi-o, and was singularly 
correct both in general and in detail; and 
tho woman's testimony would unhesita- 
tingly have beon placed before tho jury 
for their acceptance but for ono oircurc- 
Btanoe—the simple- fuotthat^tho woman so 
carefully examined and so minutely des- 
cribed had been found alive. Tho lesscrti 
of such an occurrence was, that extreme 
caution should bo taken by juries in tho 
Acceptance of evidonoe of identification. 

It is indeed a lesson which cannot be 
too carefully remembered. 

The Danish mail steamer Dina just 
arrived at Lerwick, brings particulars of 
the grand eruption of the mountain call 
ed Trolladynjnw, in tho north of Iceland. 
The eruption occurred in Decouibor last, 
and was preceded by earthquakes. "The 
weather duriug tho month was very 
foggy, and tho flumes from tho burning 
mountain could be seen to advantage 
until tho 2nd of January, when the sight 
presented was magn.licent. Columns of 
tire and stones were shut straight up into 
tho air to a groat height, and fell back 
into the crater in so narrow a circum- 
ference that the formation of new lava 
only extended twelve miles from north- 
west to south-east. An exploring pasty 
state that from the side of the ravine, at 
a point as near as they oould get for the 
burning lava, they could see down through 
the volcanic Assures lurid flames like 
vast reeking rivers of fire playing in wild 
confusion among "tho wreck of matter.'' 
Fortunately no damage was dono cither 
by tho earthquakes or tho eruptions.

Corrupt Practices at Elections. 


In England sa well ub in Canada 
there is growing up a strong foiling 
".gainst the present laws concerning 
corrupt practices at elections. The 
result in several cases recently tried 
liaa demonstrated the uncertain ten- 
ure which the loatu of successful can- 
didates are hold. In tho recont caBO 
at Hamilton, Canada, Messrs. Irving 
and "Woods were unseated upon the 
evidence of a hackman that an agout 
of the candidates paid bim a certain 
Bum for tho use of his vohiclo on elec- 
tion day. In a still more recent Can- 
ad* case a woman aworo that tho suc- 
•osaful candidato had promised her 
"something nice'" if her husband and 
son voted for t him. Tho "something 
nice" was not denned. It might have 
been a new dross, a sowing machine, a 
washboard; but the Judge held that 
tha promising candidato had been 
guilty of corrupt practices, therefore 
ho was unseatod and rendered incapa- 
ble of voting or holding oilice for eight 
years. At North "Wentworth another 
candidato, who entered a saloon with 
an agent, announced that he could 
not treat. His agent thereupon "stood 
treat." This candidate was returned; 
but was unseated and disqualified be- 
oauso his agent had treated. Grossing 
the Atlantic we select ono caso of 
half-a-dozen: A petition had been 
lodged against the return of Mr. 
Praed, the Conservative member for 
the wretched little borough of St. Ives, 
in Cornwall, on tho ground of treat- 
ing, and the Judgo delivered judg- 
ment. It was proved that treating had 
been carried on on a large scale, and 
proved so clearly that Mr. Hawkins 
declared himself unable to go on with 
the defence, but it waa also proved 
that neither Mr. Praed nor his' agent 
had anything to do with the matter. 
He had absolutely refused to authorize 
the spending of sixpence in treating. 
The Judge (Mr. Justice Lush) therefore 
decided that tho respondent and hia 
agents were sutirely innocent, but that 
the election, according to law, was void. 
It oomoa, therefore, to this,— that any. 
body who likes to distribute boor to 
•leotors to induce thorn to vote for lhe 
man he hates can vitiate that man's elec- 
tion. If unauthorized treating can unsout 
a member, no member's seat is safe. Tho 
best remedy is probably tho one suggest- 
ed by Mr. Hawkins, to throw tho whola 
aotts of the petition upon the guilty par- 
ties. Are intending candidates aware 
that the Act in force in this Province is 
nearly identical with the English and 
Canadian Acts, and that the utmost cau- 
tion will havo to bo observed by candi- 
dates and agents in the approaching con- 
test to prevent a wholesale unseating of 
mombera. 



Victor Huqo on Woman's Riqhts. 
M. Victor Hugo has sent tho following 
reply to an address from the Frenoh So 
oiety for the improvement of tho Condi 
tion of Women: — "MeBdauies, — I have 
recoivod your address, which does ino 
honour. I am aware of your noble and 
logitimato demand-). In our society, such 
as it has been made, woman suffers. Sim 
is right to claim a bettor fate I myself 
am only a conscience, but I understand 
your rights, and to obtain them is ono 
of the duties of my life. Yon are, thers- 
fore, not wrong to rolj on my goodwill 
•nd assistance. Man was tho problem of 
the 18th century; woman is the problem 
of the 19th. And who Bays woman, says 
child — that is, the future. Tho question 
thus put, appears in all its profundity, 
•nd on its solution depends tho fato of 
the supremo sooial battle. What a 
strange and anomalous situation! In re- 
ality, man depends on you, for woman 
holds tho heart of man. Before tho law 
she is a minor, incapable, without civil 
action, without political right— in short 
•he is nothing; beforo the family she is 
everything;, because sho is tho mother. 
Tho domestic hearth is what she makes 
it; at homo she is tho mistress of good 
and ill. Sovereignty complicated by op- 
pression; woman can do all against man, 
but nothing for herself. It is imprudent 
of the law to make her so weak when sho 
is so strong. Let us recognize that 
weakness and protect it; let us recognize 
that strongth and counsel it. Phore 
lios the duty of man, and thoro is also his 
interost. No, I shall never ceaso to sny 
it, the problem is laid down, and it must 
be solved. Sho who bears half the bur- 
den ought to have hitlf the right. Half 
of tho human race ia deprived of equality ; 
it must bo given to them. Thia will be 
' ono of the grand glories of our grand 
oentury. Lot tho right of women coun- 
terbalance tho right of man — that is to 
•ay, lot tho Jaws bo placed in conformity 
with tho morals and manners of tho 
country. Accopt, Moadamos, my ro- 
spoots."

Disastrous Fire. 

At 2y, o'clock yesterday morning Mr. 
Harry Ho war tb; while asleep in bis room 
ovor Drvtminond's stove-storo, at tho 
corner of Yates street and Colonial Hotel 
alley, was awakened by a sound as of 
glass breaking. Springing from bis bsd 
be discovered a bright sheet of flame 
issuing from tho rear of the Jockey Club 
billiard-room, a long fratno building one 
story in height, which abutted on tho 
alloy within about thirty feet of How- 
arth's sleeping apartment. He gave tho 
alarm immediately, and the police force, 
who wero near at hand, ran to render as- 
sistance. At a glance it was soon that tho 
building was doomed, and attention was 
paid to surrounding property. 1 ho in- 
mates of tho Colonial Hotel were aroused 
and an oflbrt made to save some of tho 
furniture, the main building being of 
frame, but so rapidly did the devouring 
element advance that only tho contents 
of tho restaurant were saved. Sir. Tbos. 
Spenco, who was reading in his room 
when tho alarm reached him, was so hard 
pressed that ho lost part of his clothing 
and many valuable papers. Mr. Lucas, 
ono of tho proprietors of tho Colonial 
Hotel, was forced to abandon a largo 
amount of valuables, including somo 
money, vud somo clothes belonging to 
guests, iu his flight. By the timo tho 
restaurant had been emptied of its con- 
tents tho Haines enveloped the frame part 
of the hotel and had attacked the rear of 
the Clubhouse, tho lower part of which 
w»s occupied by Mr. Gihr.oro, with a 
hoavy Block of clothing, furnishing and 
piece goods, r Maxell's fine brick work- 
shop and Seymour's furniture wurorooms, 
next adjoining tjio billiard-room on tho 
north, Mayor Druiumond's stove store 
on tho cast, and tho San Francisco Baths 
on the south. Fortunately not a breath 
of air was stirring, and by this time the 
hand fire-engines had got to work and 
wore throwing streams of wator on the 
fire, front and rear, while tho stoamers 
wero getting up steam. Tho Polico 
buritift tho doors of Gilmore's, Man- 
eell's and otbrr stores, and, assi.-.tod by 
citizens, proceeded to remove the valu- 
able stocks, much of which was saved. 
Drum mend's stove store, between which 
»nd the burning mass there was but an 
fight-foot alleyway, caught lire at least 
fifty times, but a bravo band of men took 
their stand at this point and "fought it 
out on that line" with buckets of water, 
wet blankets and other protectors until 
the firemen could bring a stream to hoar 
upon the building. Had Drummond'B 
gone, Harrison's paint shop, in which is 
stored a largo quantity of inflammable 
goods,' and the eutiro block would have 
followed. Bowman's livery stable was 
seriously threatened for more than an 
hour. Tho attention of tho proprietor 
and that of. hin friends wero directed 
towards getting out the live stock, 
and the harness, buggies and other 
effects, which wero removed without 
much injury. Ono horse, when turned 
out, made directly for the fire and seem- 
ed determined to immolate himself; but 
the firemen turned ft powerful stream of 
water full upon the animal's head and he 
scampered r ff at last. By this time the 
Colonial Hotel, tho Clubhouse, Mansell's 
workshop, and the San Francisco Baths 
were on lire and great tongues of flames 
reached far across the street, cracking 
the glas* in Tun Colonist Building. At 
this juncture it was deemed advisable to 
remove tho thirty-three bound volumes 
of Tun OjwsiflT, tho only historical ro- 
cord in existence of events transpiring in 
the Province since 1858, and consequent- 
ly gained at a largo sum. This was ac- 
complished with the aid of tho Police 
forco, the attaches of tho establishment 
and a host of kind friends. Had the firo 
crossed the street the great steam presses 
and the stock of jobbing and newspaper 
typo muot have been abandoned to tho 
flumes. But tho well-directed efforts of 
tho firemen, which bad been somewhat 
hampered by tho scarcity of hose, were 
rapidly getting tho liro under control. At 
4 o'clock it was felt that all danger of a 
great conflagration was ovor; but tho 
firemen continued to play on tho blazing 
ruins for somo time. 

Tho buildings destroyed wore tho Col- 
onial Hotel, and the brick Clubhouse 
(tho upper part of tho latter building 
forming part of tho hotel establishment,) 
the Sau Francisco bathhouses, with the 
baths, furnaces, etc, and tho hair-dress- 
ing saloon much damaged. Mansell's 
brick workshop was partly gutted, and 
his store badly damaged. Seymour's 
furniture warehouse suffered much dam- 
ago from firo and breakage in, removing 
the furniture Drummond's building was 
bndly scorched. Tho roof of W. <fc J. 
Wilson's now brick storo was slightly 
damaged. Tho total loss will foot up 
about §-15,000. 

There is no ddubt that tho firo origin- 
ated in tho billiard room, which Capt, 
Martin, tho proprietor, left in apparent 
security, fifteen or twenty minutes pre- 
viously. Tho loss falls most heavily on 
Lnuus & Bedon, of tho Colonial Hotel, 
who lost tho buildings and nearly all 
their contents. They are insured for 
only 88,000. Mr. Oilmoro had a stock 
worth $20,000, on which there Is an in- 
Burauec of jf 10,000. Mr. Mansell's stock 
was worth 315,000; insured for $0,500. 
Capt. Martin loses about §1,200; insur- 
ance, §700. Geigor & Becker's loss, $2,- 
800; insured for 31,500. U. T. Seymour 
ioncB S ; j0O; uninsured. Lamkin & Fields, 
$100; uninsured. J. S. Drummond, .$100; 
insured. A largs number of Indians did 
"yeoman's sorvico" on tho brakes and in 
Baving goods. 

We cannot closo this account of tho 
most disastrous firo thai has occurred in 
Victoria for many yours without compli- 
menting tho firemen, tho regular and 
specinl polico force, and citi/.eiw gener- 
ally for tho energetic — almost heroic 
manner in which they battled with tho 
flames and assisted to remove property to 
places of safety. All worked well, and 
but for their united efforts a terrible con- 
lkgration would buvo oecurod. 



England is wild on tho subject of old 
china, and worthless little outlandish 
dishes soil for thousands of dollars. Of 
course, dishes of such a great value aro 
vory scaroe, and in order to supply tho 
demand some sagacious orookery-makers 
of Staffordshire havo, it is now discover- 
ed, boon making us many three-hundred- 
year old dishes as tho market seemed to 
domand. Tha consternation following 
this discovery is widespread, and tho 
suspicion with which each owner of a 
valuable old saucer now regards it, iB 
painful to outsiders. 

Tiik board of brokers at San Francisco 
havo docidod to commence at onco tho 
oroction of a building on Pino street. To 
raise funds for the purpose they will sell 
twenty additional seats iu tho board at 
$25,000 each. Several prominont capi- 
talists havo already engaged seats. It is 
expected when tho building is completed 
to raiso tho price of seats to §50,000. The 
board wiil havo in all about §700,000 in 
tho fund. Tho rents of tho building aro 
estimated at $5,000 per month. Tho 
building will bo of the iiuost character. 

Pbbhaps tho most pronounced succors 
of tbo spoiling match mania was accom- 
plished by a doaf man, who could not 
hear the words given him to spell. They 
wero thero c oro written out for him, and, 
to tho surprise of everybody present, by 
just glancing at the word, ho spoiled it 
out witl oat a moment's hesitation. Ho 
spollod dowu all his opponents, when ono 
of them made tho astonishing discovery 
that ho could do tho same thing under 
tho circumstances. 



Mb. John Grant, who has filled tho 
office of head gai.iokeeper to tho Queen 
during the long period Her Majesty has 
owned tho estate of Balmoral, has just 
retired from service; and Her Majesty, 
with that considerate kindness which 
marks all her dealings with her servants 
and tenantry, has provided him with a 
comfortablo house and garden, besides 
allowing him a handsome annuity to en- 
able him to spend tho remainder of his 
days in comfort. 

The Reform Movement is spreading 
throughout the Mainland and Island 
districts. Tho intelligence as to tho 
progross of tho good cause is most en- 
couraging. In somo of tho Districts so 
determined aro tho People to take 
mattors into their own hands and send 
only men to represent them who can be 
trusted to overthrow tho present oligarchy 
that the Government will scarcely ven- 
ture to nominate a single candidate. 

Duatii of an Old Rem hunt. — Mr. Guy 
Huston, a pioneer of 1858, died on Sun- 
day morning after a long illness. De- 
ceased was greatly respocted throughout 
the Provinoe as a man of strict integrity 
and great industry and enterprise. Ho 
leaves a boreaved widow and two daugh- 
ters to mourn his loss. The funeral will 
take placo from his late residence, View 
street, at 9 o'clock this morning, and 
from St. Andrew's Cathedral at 10 o'clk. 

Tue silverware for the Groat Palace 
Hotel, at San Francisco, cost 860,000, 
and among its features is quite a novelty 
iu tho shapo of silver tea caddies, with 
four compartmonts for as many different 
kinds of tea, which will bo set before tho 
gtiosts at tho table, with scalding water 
at hand, that they may help thomselves 
to tho leaf and muko their tea after the 
Cbinoso fashion. 

It is suggested that for purposes of 
indentificatj'on (of criminals) it is only 
necessary to get a distinct photograph of 
tho palm of one hand, taken in a strong 
oblique light, so as to bring out the 
markings strongly. This will bo found 
a map, it is said, never alike in two per- 
sons; no disguise short of actual dis- 
figurement will do away with the dif- 
ference. 



A gun factory in Upper Austria (ac- 
cording to a Vienna telegram to the Lon- 
don Daily News) is said to be making 
250,000 rit!es for Germany. It ban de- 
livered 180,000 and has received a fur- 
ther ordor for 75,000. A Vienna firm is 
reported to be executing u German order 
for .">0 000,000 cartridges for delivery in 
Juno.

The Attempt to Shoot. -Michael Kay, 
who attempted to Bhoot Thos.

1 am sure that tbo traveling public is 
very thankful to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for this rjally good law, and that 
considerable credit is also duo to the 
agent of tho Department of Marino and 
Fisheries for carrying tho law out, as I 
believe he has been unceasing in his ef- 
forts, and he has succeeded most com- 
pletely in proving that Bteamors can run 
on our rivers without carrying a steam- 
pressnro not justifiable undor any cir- 
cumstances when it can bo avoided. I 
find that tho only wonder now is why it 
was not dono sooner.

Caclio Crock Boarding 
School 

Cache Creek, Junk 1st, 1875. 

Editor Colonist. — I beg to forward 
you tiio accompany ing account of the 
yearly examination of llio Oaohe Creok 
boarding school. 

I say yearly examination although tho 
school has been in operation only one 
year, and although there havo boon 
visits from trusteos and others, Rtill tho 
prosenco of tho superintendent makes 
this rank as tho yearly examination. 

My only regret on the occasion was 
that all tbo friends of education in tho 
country had not tho opportunity of lin- 
ing present to fee tho work that is being 
done hero. I t is now about a year sinco 
this school was opened with somo eigh- 
teen pupils, most of whom had never 
seen a school-house before, and had to 
oommenoe at the very bottom of tbo lad' 
dor of learning and to mako things still 
morn discouraging public feeling was 
very- cynical about tho suocobh of this 
system of education, and somewhat dis- 
posed to criticise tho government on the 
expenditure of the requisito funds, but 
yesterday proved a bright day for tho 
at present many friends of this institution 
and tho Government that had tho cour- 



age to inaugurate the syslo a and tin 
liberality to increase tho facilities for 
extended usefulness havo erected a noblo 
monumont to themselves and ono that 
tho sountry may look npon with just 
prido. 

Tho school now numbers some forty 
pupils, after sovoral of the eldost having 
left to assist on tho farms or at other 
avocations. Tho examination was con- 
ducted by tho Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, and was most satisfactory, and the 
proficioncy of tbo pupils in tho sovoral 
branchos taughf; reflects the greatest 
credit on tho toachor, while tho pleasant 
and tidy appearance of tho pupils speaks 
oqually to tho credit of tho matron. 

Tho school was honoured by the pre- 
soiico of Judgo Crease, Mr. Pooloy, and 
Mr. Dupont, who expressed tbo most 
unqualified admiratio.1 of tho succoss of 
tho school aud tho accommodations af- 
forded tho youth of tho country for re- 
ceiving an education at this establish- 
ment. Tho examination was closed in 
tho evening by tho school singing sovoral 
beautiful piocos, after which the pupils 
and the visitors wero addressed by tbo 
Superintendent Mr. Jessop, Mr. Semliu, 
Mr. Bandford, and Mr. Jonos. A quiot 
snppor in tho dining-room of tho school 
thou closed tho first formal examination 
of this popular i-istitution. 

All romarkod the crowded stato of tho 
building, and were glad to learn that it 
is tho intention of tho Govornmont at an 
oarly date to considerably incroaso tho 
accommodations of tho building. 

With tbo usual curiosity of a corres- 
pondent I gained access to tho visitor's 
book, and took the liberty of sending yon 
copies of tbo remarks of tbo visitors at 
tho examination, which, for tho benefit of
